Special care should be given to the planting of de- 
ciduous bare rooted fruit, nut and shade trees, also 
deciduous shrubs. The trees should be pruned quite 
severely when transplanted and not planted over an 
inch deeper than they grew in the nursery. They should 
be watered at least once and more times if convenient, 
to insure the proper amount of growth the first year. 
With some trees it is advisable to shade the trunks.
